FIRES. 


Tunnel No. 17 on the Cincinnati Southern 
Railroad Still Burning. 


CINCISNATI, O., February 22.—Tunnel No. 17 
on the Cincinnati Southern Road, near Sun- 
burn. Tenn., is still burning. The fire was 
caused by « freight train collision, by 
which a tank containing 2,8% gallons of oil 
was broken and set afire. Loud explosions 
are heard every few minutes, indicating that 
the limestone, coal and woodwork inside the 
tunnel are combining with the flames to make 
the tunnela wreck. Nearly all hopes are lost 
ot subduing the flames, for itis evident that 
two tweive-inch goal veins are burning 
and may continue todo so for months, 
The idea is to flood the tunnel. 
Both ends have been dammed up and two 
large streams of water have been turned in- 
side. This water may fill the tunnel in a week. 
The tunnel is higher in the middle than at the 


ends and the coal veins are at the high point, 
so that the water will hardly reach them. If 


the flames by sealing the ends of the tunnel to 
make it air tight. ousands of dollars have 
been lost in passenger and freight business 
and a 1,250-foot tunnel will have to be rebuilt.

' A Drammer Who Was Supposed to Be Con-

‘been just as many theories and any quantity 
of explanations 


but nothing that has seemed 
to point to a solution of the strange mystery 
has vet come to light. Where the girl has 
gone, and whethershe is dead or alive, are 
problems that are still puzzling those who are 
interested in her fate. Her family cling with 
determination to the belief that she is in the 
river, but yet have a lingering hope that 
she may be found alive somewhere, 
and they encourage this hope by following 
up every clew that they can find. Mrs. Etting 
is sick and ber grief seems to grow greater as 
the days pass by and she hears nothing from 
her missing daughter. Mr. Etting gives a 
portion Of his time to his business, but he 
goes heavy-hearted to it and his mind never 
wanders from the one thought of his daugh- 
ter’s fate. 

The people who have watched the case are 
beginning to write letters giving their theo- 
ries and some strange ones are received by 
Mr. Etting in every mail. He reads them all, 
but has not yet received a suggestion that has 
seemed reasonable. The reports that are 
heard daily concerning the case are numerous 
and few have any shadow of reason 
in them. Now and then, however, 
one that contains the semblance of plausi- 
bility is heard and it is promptly investigated. 
One was heard this morning that connected 
Emma Etling with a drummer who travels for 
a wholesale dry goods house, and who lives in 
Hilisboro, II., where Mrs. Scheer, Emma 
Etling’s sister, lives. It was said that he 
knew and was quite fond of Emma, and tre- 
quentiy was seen with her in the cvenings. 
He is not in the city at present, and it was re- 
ported that be left here about the time that 
Miss Etling disappeared. There seems to be 
no truth in this, for the house for which he 
travels received an order from him this morn- 
ing, and it le evident that he is attending to 


his business, and is apparently not concerned 
in the disappearance of the zgiri. 

ANOTHER KREPOKT 
was that Miss Emma Weber, who lives at 2704

Tn Beef Inspection Convention, which 
is to meet in St. Louls to considera plan 
by which a number of States can co-oper - 
ate in the enactment of inspection laws 
that will prevent the shipment of dressed 
beef from one State to another, should 
first make a study of the United States 
Supreme Court decisions upholding the 
exclusive jurisdiction of Congress over 
interstate commerce. These decisions con- 
cede to the police power of a State exclu- 
sive authority and jurisdiction as to all 
regulations which operate only within the 
limits of the State. They even permit 
State regulations which do indirectly 
affect foreign or interstate commerce, 
provided such effect is incidental and un- 
avoidable and not the primary or most 
important effect and object of the regula- 
tion. But where the outside effect of a 
State law upon commerce between the 
States threatens to be very serious, the 
authority of the State must yield to the 
general welfare, and where the main ob- 
ject and intent of a State law is to build 
up a bar to free commerce between the 
States, that law has no ground to stand 
on in the United States Supreme Court. 
Witness the fate of State laws imposing 
license taxes on drummers or importers, 
or forbidding railroads to bring liquors 
into a State or drovers to bring Mexican, 
Indian or Texas cattle into a State at cer- 
tain seasons of the year. 


EXISTING laws do not anticipate and 
specially provide against such a lapse of 
executive authority as would occur on 
the 4th of March if both Harrison and 
MORTON should die before that time. But 
there would be enough of the United 
States Government left, a Congress, for 
instance, to supply us with a temporary 
executive until another President and 
Vice-President could be elected in the 
usual way. There is no United States 
law authorizing a President to retain au- 
thority until his successor is elected and 
installed, as is the case with Governors 
and other State officers, and in the sup- 
posed case Congress would have no au- 
thority to choose a President for the 
ensuing term. But it would have author- 
ity both to provide for the temporary 
vacancy and for terminating it by another 
resort to the regular process of election.
